Pastors Urge Churchgoers to Cast Ballot— 
Civic, Labor, School Groups Continue 
to Stir Interest in Election.

The drive by civic, labor, reli- 
gious and public school groups 
to turn out a large vote at to- 
morrow’s general election was re- 
sumed today and will continue 
until the polls close tomorrow, 
leaders said, 

Churchgoers at yesterday’s serv- 
ices were urged by their pastors 
to accept their responsibilities as 
Christians and as citizens by cast- 
ing a ballot. The message was 
read or posted in all Catholic 
churches and in those Protestant 


churches affiliated with the 
Metropolitan Church Federation. 


Most downtown department and 
specialty stores will not open 
tomorrow until 10 a.m. and most 
union food stores will remain 
closed until 1 p.m. to give their 
employes an opportunity to vote 
and to work at the polls. The 
AFL Retail Store Employes, Lo- 
cal 655, and the AFL Meatcut- 
ters, Local 88, have a provision 
for the delayed opening in their 
labor contracts. 

Labor Groups to Be Active. 

The AFL Labor’s League for 
Political Education, the CIO Po- 
litical Action Committee and 
similar organizations formed by 
the independent Machinists Union, 
District 9, and the rail brother- 
hoods will also be active at the 
polls tomorrow. 

Cleveland High School led off 
at 9:15 a.m. today,in the first of 
a series of neighborhood parades 
by most high schools to stir up 
interest in Amendment No. 1 
which will appear on a_ separate 
ballot. It is designed to lower 
the size of the majority required 
to adopt higher school taxes in 
elections. 


Public elementary schools will 
close tomorrow at 2 p.m. and 
high schools at 1:30 p.m. to per- 
mit- teachers, volunteer students 
and members of school patrons 
groups to work at the polls for 
passage of the amendment.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP)— 
The 1950 congressional campaign 
winds up today on a foreign pol- 
icy. note which made virtually a 
forgotten issue of President Tru- 
man’s once hotly debated “Fair 
Deal” program. 

In final appeals to the voters, 
both major parties stressed inter- 
national questions despite strong 
indications that many Senate and 
House races—as well as some gov- 
ernorships—are likely to be set- 
tled on strictly local situations. 

The consensus of political ob- 
servers seemed to be that the re- 
sults of tomorrow’s balloting would 
provide no change in Democratic 
contro] of the two houses of Con- 


gress. 

However, the experts left room 
for a last-minute crystalization of 
. sentiment that might be reflected 
in a surprising trend. The possi- 
bility that the recent adverse turn 
of the Korean war would affect 
the voters’ decision was not dis- 
counted by either party.

STOCKS TUMBLE 
OVER WAR NEWS, 


GOMMODITES RIE 


Losses Range to $5 in 
Heavy Selling — Steel, 


Motor, Rubber and 
Rail Shares Hit. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP) — 
Ominous Korean news sent stock 
prices tumbling today while major 
commodities advanced sharply. 
Leading stocks plunged $1 to $5 
a share this morning. Traders 
dumped hundreds of thousands of 
shares on the market in the first 
violent reaction to a new threat 
of war. 

Grains, rubber, cocoa, sugar, 
coffee and cotton surged ahead. 
Extreme gains were cut down by 
profit-taking in some cases. 

High-speed buying and selling 
were set in motion by Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s charge that Chinese 
Communist forces are fighting 
U.N. troops in Korea. In the 
Stock Exchange selling reached 
such volume that the exchange 
flashed prices of key stocks di- 
rectly to the ticker tape in order 
to give an up-to-the-second pic- 
ture of the market. 

In the first hour’s business 
nearly two billion dollars was 
hacked off the market value of all 
stocks listed on the exchange. 

Selling later subsided and last- 
minute demand propped the mar- 
ket somewhat. Leading shares 
closed a little above their ex- 
treme lows, but were still down 
by $1 to around $3 a share. 
Transactions totaled 2,570,000 
shares. The Associated Press av- 
erage of 60 stocks was down 1.8, 
equivalent to $1,800,000.

Here’s the way the situation 
looks from this American bastion 
only five hours by air from the 
fighting front: 

1. The buik of America’s 
armed forces are committed to 
a bleak winter campaign in the 
Siberian weather of the Man- 
churian border. 

2. This leaves Russia free to 
call the next move wherever 
and whenever it pleases. There 
is a widely held view here that 
Chinese intervention means 
that Russia is ready for World 
War Itt. 

3. Even if United Nations 
forces succeed in driving the 
Communists back across the 
Yalu river, nothing is solved. 
For there is nothing to prevent 
them from crossing back into 
Korea the moment U.N. troops 
turn their backs. 


4. Victory for U.N. forces 
under such circumstances is 
well nigh impossible. In a long 
war of attrition with China’s 
millions American weuld inevi-. 
.tably be the loser even if it 
won the military victory. 


5. The morale of Amerian 
troops, flushed with victory 
after the fall of Seoul and Py- 
ongyang, has taken a nose-diye 
with the knowledge that they’re 
now up against the Chinese. 
Morale among scattered North 
Korean Communists can be ex- 
pected to rise correspondingly 
with the upsurge of guerrilla 
warfare. The South Koreans 
estimate that there are. 65,000 
Communist guerrillas south of 
the thirty-eighth parallel. 

6. Only a diplomatic settle- 
ment of the present situation 
can prevent World War III. 

From the military viewpoint the 
intervention of the Chinese raises 
the question of how long the 
United States will permit the Chi- 
nese to put men and supplies 
across the Yalu without bombing 
Manchuria.

HE military position of the United Nations forces in the 
western sector of North Korea is now sufficiently stabilized 
and information on enemy unit identifications adequately 
evaluated to permit me to put the situation growing out of the 
last few days’ ‘operations in proper perspective. 


TOKYO, Nov. 6 (AP)...

TRUMAN TALKS TO ACHESON

Intervention Confronts 
U.N. With Its Gravest 
Crisis — Course of 
American Action Re- 
mains Uncertain. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Nov. 6 
(AP)—Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
today formally notified the United 
Nations Security Council that 
Chinese Communist forces are 
fighting U.N. troops in Korea. 

The United States quickly fol- 
lowed this step calling for a spe- 
cial Security Council meeting 
Wednesday to consider the inter- 
vention by Red China in the war. 

United States delegate Ernest 
A. Gross- said the delay in the 
Council meeting was to give the 
delegates a chance for private 
consultations on the “serious” 
United 
States already had been carrying 
on private talks with some dele- 


gates. 
Special Report to U.N. 

MacArthur’s charges were made 
in a special report transmitted to 
the Council by chief United 
States Delegate Warren R. Austin. 

The report was discussed at a 
closed meeting of the seven-na- 
tion Interim Committee on Korea 
shortly after it was made: public, 
Gross took part in ‘the discus- 
sions. Col. Alfred Katzin, special 
representative of U.N, Secretary 
General. . Eryeve Lie, also was 
present. ”, 

The charges presented the U.N, 
with its gravest crisis. A U.N. 
decision to label the Red Peiping 
government aggressor and order 
a full-scale military effort to 
drive its troops out of Korea 
could conceivably touch off a 
chain of events that might lead 
ultimately to Word War III. 

Proposals Under Discussion. 

Gross said he had asked the 
November president of the Coun- 
cil, Ales Bebler of Yugoslavia, to 
call a meeting Wednesday morn- 
ing. He declined to say what 
sort of action the United States 
would propose, but did confirm 
that specific proposals were 
under discussion. 

“In view of the fact that the 
special report has just been sub- 
mitted to the Council, it would 
be quite inappropriate to pre- 
judge the case and predict what 
action will be taken,” Gross told 
reporters. 

Austin read the MacArthur re- 
port at the opening of this aftere 
noon’s Security Council meeting, 
but said he was doing so merely 
for the information of the coun- 
cil. Today’s Council session was 
called to consider the Palestine 
problem. 

Lists Chinese Units. 
Gen. MacArthur gave a detailed

MacArthur's notification to the 
U.N. followed a special commu- 
nique, issued by the U.N. com- 
mander from his Tokyo headquar- 
ters, in which he charged that 
“alien Communists” have crossed 
into Korea in force from Man- 
churia and are battling U.N, 
troops. 

MacArthur reported to the U.N, 
that Chinese Communist troops 
crossed the border into Korea as 
early as Oct. 16. These were 
from the 124th Division of the 
Forty-second Army. About 2500 
troops were involved in this 
crossing, the report said.

when suddenly there’s a cloud of | 


smoke and when it clears he’s a 
foot higher and can punch twice 
as hard.” 

In the last 48 hours I’ve seen 
these Marines convince them- 
selves that this Chinese team is 
a much better team. 

Stream of Casualties. 

The fighting ability of the new 
foe is visible to me as I stand 
near the battalion aid station set 
up inside a tent with damp straw 
on the ground. 

Down the nearby 2000-foot 
mountain, comes a stream of 
wounded and dead boy Marines. 

Two hundred casualties from 
this regiment in 48 hours! More 
than at any time since the block 
by block fighting for Seoul (and 
remember: this was to be the 
home stretch). 

Some wounded are brought 
down roped together, in stretch- 
ers lowered along the slippery 
rocks. Others are hauled by heli- 
copter, the daring peak- hopping 
air ambulance of this campaign.

RATS WITH PLAGUE 
MAY BE CLUE TO 
RED GERM WAR 


By JOSEPH QUINN 


PYONGYANG, Korea, Nov. 6 
(UP)—Five thousand rats .and 
mice inoculated with deadly 
plague and other germs were 
found by American authorities 
yesterday in a super-secret bac- 
teriological laboratory operated 
here since 1947 under supervision 
of a Russian woman scientist. 

It was believed the discovery 
would provide a clue ‘to the type 
of germ warfare that Communist 
countries might be carrying out. 

Only 380 of the plague carriers 
were alive when discovered and 
200 of thesc were mad from hun- 
ger. None was believed to have 
been turned loose or to have es- 
caped from their sealed cages, 
though fleas from the dead ro- 
dents might spread disease. 

A North Korean civilian doctor 
who worked on the project told 
United States intelligence agents 
that thousands of rats and mice 
were inoculated with such dis- 
eases as bubonic plague, encepha- 
litis and fever immediately after 
the United Nations landing at 
Inchon. The rodents were sprayed

Russia Gives U.N.a Plan on 
Branding of Aggressors.

(UP)—Russia proposed to the 
United Nations today that any 
nation which invades the territory 
of another, “even without a decla- 
ration of war,” should be branded 
as an aggressor. 

The Soviet plan, entitled “Du- 
ties of States in the Event of the

attempt to define aggression. It 
listed 15 situations which should 
not be used as justifications for 
an attack. 


The Soviet proposal submitted : 


to the U.N. Political Committee 
calls on the General Assembly to 
brand as an aggressor any state 
which declares war on another or 
invades its territory without a 
declaration of war. 

It obviously was designed as a 
new attack on the U.N.’s interven- 
tion in Korea and especially the 
United States’s part in that activ- 
ity, including the naval blockade 
of Formosa.

Are Vulnerable From Air.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP)—

destroyed if more troops are sent 
against United Nations forces in 
Korea. 

Reliable informants said the 
country has ‘in mind telling Com- 
munist China, in effect, these 
things: 

1. Agreements under which 
Communist China and Korea 
share the power from the huge 
Suiho dam, on the Korean-Man- 
churian border, will be: ob- 
served and maintained if China 
refrains from further interven- 
tion in the Korean conflict. 

2. If Red China sends more 
froops against the United Na- 
tions forces in. Korea, the Suiho 
power dam will be destroyed. 

Presumably Via U.N. 

Presumably, this double-bar- 
reled assurance and warning will 
be delivered through the United 
Nations, if this Government de- 
cides that China should be so in- 
formed. No definite information 
was available, however, on this 
point. 

The statement of policy con- 
cerning the Suiho dam would be 
based on.the assumption that Chi- 
nese fears concerning the big 
power dam, in case United Na- 
tions forces reach it, may have 
been one of the main reasons for 
the sending of the Chinese forces 
now fighting in Korea. 

The Suiho dam’ has a power ca- 
pacity’ of 790,000 kilowatts, about 
two-thirds as much as the Hoover 
dam on the Colorado river. It 
was built during the Japanese oc- 
cupation of Manchuria and Korea 
and agreements worked out by 
the Japanese provided that Man- 
churia and Korea should share 
the output. Industry in Manchu- 
ria, which is a part of Communist 
China, is said to depend heavily 
on power from the dam.

The suspensions followed two 
other incidgnts in connection with 
the telephone company’s attempts 
to get Western Electric materials 
for repairs and other work. 

This morning, Western Electric 
pickets appeared at the Rutger 
Street Warehause at First and 
Rutger street, where the tele- 
phone company has a supply of 
Western Electric materials stored. 

Warehousemen there, who are 
mmebers of the AFL Teamsters 
Union Local 688 refused to go to 
work, They agreed two hours 
later to report, however, when 
officers of the warehouse com- 
pany assured them no attempt 
would be made to move the dis- 
puted supplies. The pickets then 
were withdrawn. 

This afternoon, four South- 
western Bell drivers took trucks 
to the Rutger street warehouse 
with orders to pick up Western 
Electric supplies.

Overrules Missouri 
High Tribunal in ‘Rail- 
way Damage Cases.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—The 
St. Louis.circuit court may dismiss 
damage suits brougnt under the 
Federal Employers’ Liability Act 
where the cause of action arose 
outside the state of Missouri and 
Missouri citizens are not involved, 
the United States Supreme Court 
ruled today. 
In the 5-to-4 decision, the court 
reversed a r@ling of the Missouri 
Supreme Court to the effect that 
state courts were powerless to 
reject such suits on the ground 
the courts of other states offered 
more convenient forums for ‘the 


trial of the cases. 

In two suits in the St. Louis 
courts against the Southern Rail- 
way Co. and the Santa Fe Rail- 
road, the railroads filed motions 
to have the cases dismissed be- 
cause the accidents on which they 
were based occurred in Tennes- 
see and Oklahoma, respectively. 
The plaintiffs were not resi- 
dents of Missouri. The circuit 
court refused to rule on the mo- 
tion on the ground it lacked au- 
thority under the Federal Act to 
dismiss the suits simply because 
the courts of Tennessee and Ok- 
lahoma offered a more conven- 
ient forum. 

The railroads appealed from the 
ruling to the Missouri Supereme 
Court where the lower courts 
were upheld. The appeal to the 
highest court in the nation fol- 
lowed. 
For the majority, Justice Felix 
Frankfurter said state courts were 
free to decide their availability 
for trial of such damage suits, ac- 
cording to their own interpreta- 
tion of the law. Courts, however, 
are not obliged to dismiss such 
suits under today’s ruling.

Although Gross declined to dis- 
cuss what the United States might 
do at Wednesday’s Security Coun- 
cil ‘session, Austin could demand 
that the Council take action if the 
United States decides this is the 
best policy.

Some informed sources said the 
U.N. might ask MacArthur for 
more information and request its 
commission in Korea to investi- 
gate before taking concrete steps. 

An American diplomat asserted, 
however, that this probably would 
accomplish little since the com- 
mission would be dependent on 
American military: authorities for 
information and most information 
available is already included in 
MacArthur’s special communique. 
At best, it would be a delaying 
action. 

MacArthur Communique. 

MacArthur, in the headquarters 
communique assailed hinese 
Communist intervention in the 
Korean campaign as “one of most 
offensive acts of international 
lawlessness of historic record.” He 
called the action “a matter of 
gravest international significance.” 

He gave no indication of the 
course he felt the United Nations 
should take. He described the sit- 
uation in these words: 

“While the North Korean forces 
with which we were initially en- 
gaged have been destroyed or ren- 
dered impotent for military action, 
a new and fresh army now faces 
us, backed up by a possibility of 
large alien reserves and ade- 
quate supply within easy reach 
to the enemy but beyond the 
limits of our present sphere of 
military action.

Thus 
would be healed the rupture 
caused by Chiang Kai-shek’s re- 
sort to the island as the seat of 
the Nationalist Government after 
he was overthrown by the Mao 
Tse-tung Communists.

Dulles, who is responsible 
for much of the planning on For- 
mosa, declined to discuss for 
publication the drift of American 
thinking, but the nature of it 
was described to the Post-Dis- 
patch by an American informant 
highly placed in U.N. councils. 

“By the terms of the Cairo 
and Potsdam agreements, later 
affirmed by the Soviet Union, 
Formosa was to be removed 
from Japanese rule and returned 
to the Republic of China,” the 
spokesman said, reviewing the 
legal aspects of the situation. 
“The question now has arisen— 
what is the Republic of China?” 

“Revolution has driven the Na- 
tionalist Government from the 
mainland. It is still recognized 
by the vast majority of the United 
Nations and still occupies its 
place in the organization. The 
Soviet Union and some others de- 
clare the rightful regime is the 
mainland People’s Government of 
China. 

Instrument of Russia? 


“That certainly is not what 
Roosevelt, Churchill and Chiang 
Kai-shek had in mind at Cairo. 
The question mark is whether the 
so-called People’s Government of 
China really represents the Chi- 
nese people or whether it actually 

the instrument of the Soviet 
Union or some other foreign 
power. One specific requirement 
of U.N. saesibarthip is that a rec- 
ognized government must be con- 
cerned chiefly with the welfare 
of its own people. 

“Therefore, we think it is too 
early to try to determine the 
political future of Formosa.’ It 
is surrounded by too many unre- 
solved problems which must be 
reviewed. The point to be settled 
is: By whom? On that score, 
many must be reminded 
that Formosa is a productive land, 


with a population of about 8,000,- 


000. 

“When it is realized that there 
are 30 members of the U.N.—one- 
half the membership—each with 
lesser populations, it may be seen 
that we must deal in human val- 

ues, not simply military exigen- 
cies. 
Thus we hope the entire contro- 


bly to raise the shades and ad- 
mit the light of the new era of 
world co-operation.” 

It is certain both Nationalist 
and Communist Chinese fac- 
tions will oppose U.N. settle- 
ment of the Formosan conflict.

Offender Beyond the Pale. 


“Such conduct would alienate 
the supporters of either side,” he 
explained. It would place the 
offender beyond the pale of civi- 
lized society. And it is the only 
way I see that a group appointed 
by act of the General Assembly 
could be kept from performing 
its duties. 

“Certainly, in a contest for in- 
ternational recognition between 
two governments, that element 
could not be overlooked. Diplo- 
matic recognition is not predi- 
cated solely on the basis of which 
government has prevailed longest 
or most constantly or which is 
most powerful. It also must, be 
entitled to the seal of decency by 
ordinary standards.” 

It was notable that the spokes- 
man, in his discussion, did not 
exclude the possibility that Red 
China at some future date might 
achieve admission to the U.N. 
and American recognition. His 
remarks made clearly evident, 
however, that Chinese Commu- 
nist aid to North Korea and the 
recent invasion of Tibet left the 
Mao-Tse-tung Government far 
short of United States standards 
of ordinary decency. 


Devious Route to U.N. 


The resolution concerning For- 
mosa reached the Assembly 
agenda by a devious route. It 
was initiated by the Soviet Union 
in Security Council discussions as 
part of the obstructionist tactics 
employed by Jacob A. Malik to 
block U.N. action in Korea. Malik 
charged that the admittedly acci- 
dental bombing by American 
planes in Chinese territory and 
the presence of the Seventh Fleet 
at Formosa constituted aggression 
by the United States. 

Throughout, Russia insisted the 
proceedings were illegal because 
China was represented by a Na- 
tionalist delegate instead of one 
from the “Peoples’ Republic,” 
condition .which had ‘caused r 
Soviet boycott of U.N. agencies 
where it prevailed.

Both Government and industry 
leaders welcomed the disclosure 
that a four-year munitions pro- 
gram is being worked up. The 
absence of long-range estimates 
of how much material and plant 
capacity will be needed has handi- 
capped the National Production 
Authority in setting up a pattern 
of industry controls. 

Inflation is one of the chief 
worries of the Defense Depart- 
ment because of its effect on its 
procurement program. But Mar- 
shall had no panacea for this 
problem. He left it to Economic 
Stabilizer Alan Valentine and 
other Government officials whose 
job it is to handle rising prices. 
Sudden New Curbs Not Expected. 

Marshall indicated a third sup- 
plemental military appropriation 
to be requested when Congress 
reconvenes this month will not be 


‘great enough to compel sudden 


new slashes in civilian produc- 
tion. 

Marshall, it also was learned, 

is not yet prepared to make an 
estimate of how much the United 
States should plan for defense for 
fiscal 1952, starting next July 1.

It was learned also that Secre- 
tary of Commerce Charles Saw- 
yer has asked the steel industry 
for an even greater expansion 
than the 9,500,000 tons of. new 
capacity already promised by the 
end of 1952. Sawyer was described 
as “not satisfied” with this 10 per 
cent increase. He has obtained 
some indications that additional 
capacity can be expected. 

National Production Adminis- 
trator William H. Harrison con- 
curred in the need for expansion 
of both aluminum and steel. He 
reported that shortages of power 
and manganeze, respectively, put 
a limit on the expansion plans. 

It will be a two- or three-year 
job, he estimated, to break these 
bottlenecks and achieve the need- 
ed increase for defense purposes. 


Policy Indorsed. 

The business men without dis- 
sent indorsed this policy, it was 
said.

But Olds,.in his meeting with 
newspapermen, was not overcome 
with joy. In these days of power- 
ful labor unions, such earnings 
spell trouble. They provide Philip 
Murray, president of the United 
Steelworkers, with a talking 
point in the current negotiations 
for a wage increase. At the same 
time, they’re going to put Olds in 
line for another Congressional in- 
quiry when and if he raises steel 
prices, as he says he must. When- 
ever the Government decides to 
crack down, Big Steel usually is 
“Te” 

A 10 per cent wage boost 
would lop off about $48,000,000, 
after taxes from Steel’s nine- 
months earnings, bringing it 
down to $130,000,000 net, or 
slightly below the $133,000,000 
earned last year. Thus, United 
States Steel could absorb a wage 
rise, assuming other costs didn’t 
boom. However, during an infla- 
tion corporate officials look with 
horror on earnings declines. To 
them, that’s a sign that they're 
not keeping up with the inflation 
—especially when the company is 
embarked on a construction pro- 
gram, the cost of which is rising. 


On Economic Treadmill. 

Olds is on an economic tread- 
mill and can’t get off all by him- 
self. In this, he’s typical of all 
business men. He believes a wage 
increase in steel is bad economics. 
It will give inflation another turn. 
The cost of living has not in- 
creased materially since steel 
workers’ wage boost in July 1948. 
In addition, last year the union 
won its fight for pensions. But 
this. year, auto workers and elec- 
trical workers got. wage increases. 
Nor is that the end of Olds’ 
inflation problem: He must 
find the money te build an 
Eastern seaboard mill near 
Trenton, N.J. But Wall Street 
isn’t exactly “wild” about steel. 
The .common stock sells for 
around $40 a share. Yet earn- 
ings amount to about $8 a 
share a year, which easily cov-

H board of United States Steel Corp. would have popped his 

buttons making the report Irving S. Olds just released to share- 
In the nine months ended September 30, United States 
Steel earnings reached the highest level since 1917—$6.12 a share, 
as against $4.38 in the corresponding period of 1949. That’s equiva- 
lent to more than $18 a share on the old stock—before the three- 


extras. The yield is better than 
744 per cent. 

Steel common is “theap”’ by 
standards which prevailed in the 
depression year of 1930 when J. 
P. Morgan was chairman of the 
board. .Then the comomn sold be- 
tween 13436 and 198%, the divi- 
dend was $4.25 a share, and after 
preferred dividends the company 
registered a deficit on the com- 
mon. —That explains why Olds 
feels the times are not favorable 
for new financing. He has to give 
away too much earning power to 
raise common-stock money.

That also explains why most 
big corporations today feel they 
have to finance expansion out of 
their own earnings. So, in effect,

“As soon as we can produce 


we tri-color tubes that ean form the 


basis for commercial design and 
factory production,” Folsom said, 
“we will make such tubes gen- 
erally available.”

CBS Uses Disk. : 

The R.C.A. color system is 
based on the use of a tube capa- 
ble of reproducing three colors. 
The CBS system, which has 
been approved for use this month, 
operates by use of a revolving 
disk behind the screen which also 
produces three colors. 

R.C.A. and other television 
manufacturers maintain the 
CBS color system is unworthy 
of Government approval because 
it requires installation of attach- 
ments before present black and 
white broadcasts can be received.

N the last few months I have covered three wars: British vs. 
Communists in Malaya, French vs, Communists in Indochina,

sonal lessons I have learned: 


MILITARY 


. The. Allied forces fought the 
third, not the second or first 


team. 

We must not overestimate our 
Korean victory. 

It took a great push by the 
bulk of our existing land forces 
to clobber the North Koreans 
into defeat. 

Only the United States Ma- 
rines entered the battle an effi- 
cient, professional force. 

Poorly supplied Communist 
revolutionaries have pinned 
down 20,000 good British troops 
in Malaya by employing guer- 
rilla tactics. 

Primitive natives— backed by 
Red China (the second team)— 
are sorely trying the French in 
Indochina and are now fighting 
Americans in Korea. ® 

And, until we do a lot of mus- 
cle-training, we dare not even 
think of meeting the land forces 
of the first team—the Red Army. 

MILITARY CONCLUSION 


The forces blooded in Korea 
must be kept intact and mobile 
as a warning-in-being against 
rabbit punching any more of our 
chums. Training must be stepped 
up to include anti-guerrilla and 
anti-sniper studies. 

The French Army in Indochina 
and the British Army in Malaya 
must be given material aid. How- 
ever, their problem is largely one 
of manpower and under no con- 
dition should they be promised 
American troops. There are vast 
reservoirs of able-bodied young 
manpower in France and through- 
out the British Empire. 

We must not give the free 


world the impression that we 
can be all things to all.men. If 


we disperse our own small land 
forces onto a score of fronts we 
will, of course, be playing Stalin’s 


game

We must accept the fact that 
our political situation in the Ori- 
ent is grim. 


In Malaya and Indochina our 
French and British allies have 
the hatred of an overwhelming 
percentage of the native popula- 
tion—not because they love Coni- 
munism more, but because they 
love colonialism less. 


The white man can stay in the 
Orient only by force. The bril- 
liant Russians have kept their 
fates out of the picture in Ma- 
laya, Indochina and Korea. They 
work through native stooges 
schooled at Moscow’s university 
of revolutionary knowledge. 

The illiterate Malayan or In- 
dochinese or Korean (who doesn’t 
listen to a radio or read a news- 
paper) sees British and French 
and American soldiers on the 
spot. He does not see any Rus- 
sians. 


It is hard to convince him that 
what he does not see is there— 
that the Russians are really be- 
hind all these little wars. 

In South Korea we are blessed 
with the questionable personality 
of President Syngman Rhee. 

It is common knowledge that 
there are weak elements in his 
government. 

Observers who spent the last 
years in Seoul assure me that a 
slice of American aid went on 
the block in the black market. 

Some of our bureaucrats are 
again giving Rhee the impression 
that we will pay all the bills. I 
stood in the City Hall at Seoul 
and heard an American adviser 
tell the Mayor: “How much do 
you think it will cost to rebuild

The U.N. Must Hecide 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s report .of Chinese 
Communist troops among the North Korean 
forces calls for prompt consideration and an 
early decjsion in the United Nations. 

They are not individual adventurers. or 
firebrands acting on their own responsibility. 
Instead, they represent two organized divisions 
of the Chinese army; and military intelligence 
reports other units ready for. action. In 
other words, Red China is taking a hand in 
the Korean fighting just as this seemed to be 
drawing to an end. | 

True, Mao Tse-tung’s Peiping Government has 
issued no declaration of war or any other formal 
statement of belligerency. But no lack of for- 
mality can be allowed to blind the eyes of the 
rest of the world to the developing situation. 
Perhaps the Chinese desire only to keep the 
‘war going on a half-guerrilla basis for the har- 
assment of the non-Communist: nations. Per- 
haps they ‘hope for a conclusive decision. 

How firm or how tentative the Chinese deci- 
sion may be can be known only. by the Chinese. 
It is clearly necessary, however, to. marshal the 
full force of world opinion against this military 
intervention. This may or may -not be sufficient 
to check Chinese recklessness. But it is abso- 
lutely necessary for meeting it. . 

There -must be a clear understanding of at 
least a substantial majority of the United 
Nations’ membership. This is not a crisis to be 
met exclusively by the United States, or by the 
United. States and a few other powers.

This is an excellent collection of stories 
and sketches by the English writer whose 
first novel, “The Body,” attracted-a good 
bit of favorable criticism last year.

In accordance with Shaw’s 
wishes, there was no demonstra- 
tion of sorrow among the small 
group of close friends and ser- 
vants, The 94-year-old Irish 
dramatist and critic died at his 
Ayot St. Lawrente ‘home last 


Thursday. 

Sir Sydney Cockerell, recalling 
that Shaw was a great admirer of 
John Bunyan, read from “Pil- 
grim’s Progress” the passage be- 
ginning “My sword I give to him 
that shall succeed me in my pil- 
grimage.” The passage ends with 
the famous words: “Oh death, 
where is thy sting?” 

Lady Astor was among those at 
the service. 

It was expected that, " Shaw’s 
ashes will be sent to Dublin to be 
mixed with the ashes of his wife 
who died in 1943.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 6—A 
ate increase of 10 per cent on 
intrastate freight shipments han- 
led by common carrier motor 
truck lines in Missouri was au- 
thorized today by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, effec- 
tive Dec. 15. 

The increase will affect approx- 

Tately 300 truck lines classed as 
€ommon carriers, engaged in haul- 
ing freight for the general public. 
It does not apply to contract haul- 
ers, and specialized lines hauling 
automobiles, petroleum products 
and heavy machinery. 
» Commission rate experts esti- 
mated the 10 per cent increase 
would amount to between $440,000 
and $500,000 a year, based on 
present and anticipated volumés 
of traffic. 

Arf increase of 15 per cent was 

sought by 72 carriers in an appli- 
cation filed last May. 
“' The order contained a sharp re- 
minder ’ to common carriers au- 
thorized to render full service, 
that such service must in fact be 
yendered to each town on their 
routes. 

This was prompted by testi- 
thony for the companies that the 
rate increase sought, 15 per cent, 
would make it possible for the 
lines to render complete service 
for a short time, until mounting 
costs increased to a point where 
actual losses are sustained by the 
Carriers in handling’ certain 
classes of traffic. 
~“The commission is amazed at 
the veiled threat and apparent 
admission contained in such testi- 
mony,” the order stated. “It gives 
tise to the oft-repeated charge of 
picking and choosing traffic by 
the motor carriers and is certain- 
ly not becoming to the industry. 
The carriers are reminded of the 
terms and penalties of Sec. 5725, 
revised statutes of Missouri. . 

The order provided the in- 
crease shall apply uniformly to 
class and commodity rates. 

The commission pointed out 
that successive rate increases for 
railroads on intrastate freight 
shipments in Missouri had 
amounted to a cumulative in- 
crease of 55.5 per cent since 1942, 
while the cumulative effect of 
rate increases granted to the 
motor carriers in that period 
amounted to about 44 per cent.

‘Easier to Enact 


IF this Proposition passes, it will permit the 
SCHOOL TAX RATE in St. Louis City to be in- 
creased from 89c to not to exceed $2.67; and in 
Cities in St. Louis County, from $1.00 to not to 
exceed $3.00, by a simple majority vote at Gny 
election thereon. 


The present provision in the new State Constitution, adopted 
by the citizens of Missouri only five years ego, wisely requires @ 
two-thirds majority vote to enact any increase in the prevailing 
tax rate for either City, County or School purposes. NOW the 
Schools {and principally the Teachers’ Association) want this 
changed for themselves alone, to the exclusion of the Cities and 
Counties in the State. The Schools want to be able to obtain 
increased tax tates through a simple majority instead of the re- 
quired two-thirds. 

The constantly increasing assessed valuation on property, both 
real estate and personal, in the City and County ef St. Louis, is 
annually providing the Schools with greatly increased revenue. 
For 1950, the increase in assessed valuation of all taxable property 
over 1947, will be approximately Two Alundred Millions Dollars in 
St. Louis City; and Eighty-five Million Dollars in St. Louis "County. 
Likewise is there a substantial increase this year over last year in 
the state school moneys to be distributed to the school districts. 


Then, too, for 1951, by reason of the vast amount of new rest- - 


dential construction in 1950, which does not become taxable until 
next year, the aggregate assessment for the City and the County 
will naturally furfher increase.. 


With almost ten years of frozen income through residential rent 
control, and little likelihood of decontrol in the near future, both 
tenants and owners of residential rental property should VOTE 
AGAINST any proposition which will ultimately result in increased 
taxes. 


The citizens of St. Louis have not so soon forgotten the election 
of March 7, 1947, when the School Board sought a 25¢ increase 
in the school general tax rate. This was rejected by the voters 
under the required two-third majority vote by only a very small 
majority, and it was later determined that there was no need or 
justification for the increase sought. 


If any School Board can conclusively prove the merit and need 
for an increase in its tax rate, it will receive the support of the 
citizens and readily obtain the presently required two-thirds ma- 
jority vote. 

WE BELIEVE IN OUR PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM, but we also 
believe that the present requirement of a two-thirds majority vote 
to increase the school tax rate should be retained in the Consti- 


tufion of Missouri. It is the safeguard against a simple majority 
imposing higher taxes on a minority.

The fabulous career of this 
literary’ colossus, who achieved 
world fame and became a legend 
in his own lifetime, was largely 
due to his own iron will to suc- 
ceed. 

His birthplace was a small, 
narrow-fronted basement house 
in Synge street, Dublin, much 
like thousands of other ordinary, 
lower middle-class homes in the 
Irish capital. 

His entry into the world 
created no more stir than that 
of any other child born to any 
other lower middle-class family 
of that day. 

The Shaw home was one of 
shabby, impecunious gentility, in 
a Dublin where Victorian re- 
spectability counted, where 
white lace curtains at the win- 
dow and a whitewashed door- 


“step meant the difference be- 


tween being born on the right 
or wrong side of the railroad 
tracks. 

There was nothing in his par- 
ents’ immediate background or 
make-up that would cause any- 
one to forecast that the only son 
of George and Elizabeth Shaw 
was destined to become the 
greatest playwright, philosopher 
and wit of the more than three 
generations which were to come 
and go during his long lifetime. 

His father, George Carr Shaw, 
was a retired civil servant who 
married late in life and dabbled 
at being a corn broker. 

Shaw Senior was very fond of 
the bottle and he had little or 
no idea how to run a business, 
with the result he always was 
short of money. 

His tippling was regarded as 
disgraceful by his wife’s family 
and it undoubtedly influenced 
the young Shaw’s ultimate de- 
cision to be a lifelong teetotaler. 

Shaw’s mother, born Elizabeth 
Gurden, came from a genteel but 
impoverished Irish county family, 
which: disapproved of her mar- 
riage to a middle-aged man whose 
past history and future prospects 
gave scant cause for believing the 
union would be a happy one. 

They were a rare and ill-assort- 
ed couple, and Shaw inherited 
much of his own mixed-up char- 
acter from both. 

His father, for all his faults, 

was a lovable, happy-go-lucky 
Irishman, fond of a good story, a 
complete Dublin extrovert who 
seldom worried about the mor- 
row. 
His mother was intensely musi- 
cal, slightly vague in her attitude 
toward life generally, and had 
little idea about housewifery or 
bringing up a family. 

She bore George Carr Shaw 
two daughters and a son but she 
never lived down the circum- 
stances of a marriage which was 
not a success. 

Young G.B.S. was raised amid a 
family background which knew 
little and cared less about dis- 
ciplining and educating children. 

He once said that his childhood 
was one of “complete anarchy.” 

Certainly the Shaws seemed 
little concerned with their son's 
education. 

After drifting through several 
grade schools “learning little or 
nothing useful to me in later 
life,” Shaw at the ripe old age of 
15~was felt ready for entry into 
the Dublin easy world.

T was as office boy in a Dub- 

lin real estate office and at a 

starting salary of the equivalent 
of $50 a year. 

The year was 1871, when the 
Victorian middle class had a holy 
horror of putting its sons “into 
trade,” and when the starched 
white collar and stovepipe hat 
were the hall-mark of masculine 
gentility. ‘ 

In later life, Shaw often said 
that he hated every minute he 
spent in that first and enly Dub- 
lin job. But it is factual that he 
was a good office boy, applied 
himself quite dfligently to his 
work, and eventually got himself 
promoted to be cashier, at around 
the equivalent of $140 a year.

He realized his education had 
many shortcomings and he spent 
much of his spare time in those 
adolescent. years in trying to 
learn languages, studying music, 
singing, painting, and how to 


.play the piano, but above all in 


reading voraciously. 

His family had split up. His 
mother and his sister Lucy—his 
other sister had died—had quit 
Dublin and gone to London, 
where his mother hoped to es- 
cape his father’s drinking and to 
achieve fame as a singer. 

The fact she was accompanied 
by her singing master, who for 
some time previously had had a 
great influence upon, her, caused 
tongue-wagging which persisted 
for years afterwards.

OUNG G.B.S. was living with 
Y his father in a couple of rooms 

in Harcourt street, Dublin, when 
he took the first of several im- 
portant decisions in his life and 
in his twentieth year resolved to 
seek fame and fortune in London. 

He threw up his real estate 
job, packed a grip and sailed 
across the Irish Sea for England. 
He never saw his father again, 
for he was 49 before he went 
back to Ireland, and then only 
for a brief time. 

“I left Ireland,” he said, “be- 
cause I had no apparent future 
there and because it seemed a 
good place to get out of.” 

The Shaw who arrived in Lon- 
don in 1876 was a shy, very or- 
dinary looking Victorian youth. 
He wore his hair parted in the 
middle and neatly plastered over 
each ear, in the fashion of the 
day. His clothes were average 
and he wore the inevitable top 
hat of the time. 

“T was an ignorant duffer and 
an arrant prig,” he recalled. 
G.B.S. joined -his mother and 
sister in another shabby house 
in London and he speedily found 
that London’s streets were not 
paved with gold. 

Jobs were not easy at that pe- 
riod for it was one of industrial 
and political unrest, and he was 
a young unknown with no influ- 
ential friends. It was three years 
before Shaw got his first job, 
with the old Edison Telephone 
Co., and in those three years 
eras lived on his mother’s char- 

y. 

It caused him to wisecrack, in 
his reminiscences: “I didn’t throw 
myself into the struggle for life; 
I threw my mother into it. I 
made a man of myself at my 


“mother’s expense.” 


As a would-be free-lance writer, 
Shaw also in those early days was 
what he afterwards described as 
a “miserable and unwanted fail- 
ure.” 

He wrote furiously on every 
conceivable subject, but got no- 
where. He kept a meticulous ac- 
count of what he earned and it 
showed that in his first six years 
in London he made no more than 
oe equivalent of $25 from writ- 
ng. 

They were the worst years of 
Shaw’s life and they seldom if 
ever were out of his recollections 
even 70 years later. 

His memories of those early 
days appeared in many of his 
written and spoken reminiscences 
and it was obvious they implanted

in him an almost terrifying dread 
of poverty. 

He recalled how he =~ went 
around, a shabby, down-at-heel 
youth, with mended clothing, worn 
high shoes, a top hat which was 
so venerable that he wore it back 
to front to present the best side 
to the world, and pockets which 
invariably were empty. He had 
to borrow from his mother even 


to buy postage stamps. 


He haunted the free libraries, 
the museums, art galleries,. reviv- 
alist meetings, Socialist rallies, 
and in. fact any place providing 
him with a free seat, comparative 
warmth, a roof over his head, and 
intellectual exercise. 


The British Museum reading 
room was his favorite spot. He 
spent hours there daily, stuffing 
himself with political and eco- 
nomic facts, the history and mean- 
ing of the arts, and other- ma- 
terial. This later helped to make 
his reputation as a man of almost 
encyclopedic knowledge, “the 
best-informed dramatist in the 
world.” 

In the meanwhile Shaw was try- 
ing his hand as a novelist. He 
wrote the first of his novels when 
he was 23. 

For the next five years he 
hawked these youthful efforts 
from publisher to publisher but 
found none willing to gamble on 
an unknown who had peculiar 
— about style and subject mat- 
er. 

It was during this early period 
in London that the famous Shaw 
beard was started. Many years 
later, Shaw hotly denied that he 
grew a beard to “make me look 
like an adult.” 

“I got smallpox when I was 
25,” he explained, “and it was 
impossible to shave. I became ac- 
customed to a beard and I have 
kept it ever since.” 

At the same age, he decided 
all meat eaters were “cannibals” 
and he became a vegetarian. His 
vegetarianism provoked many 
amusing witticisms from him in 
later years and one of the best 
was his crack that he knew that 
“roast beef has made England 
eae it is; but look what England 
yg

E was a strict vegetarian 
H throughout his life and a 
world-wide furore was caused 
in 1938, when it was disclosed 
that Shaw, who was 82 and had 
narrowly escaped death from per- 
nicious anemia, had been taking 
liver extract. 
Shaw was furious. and bom- 
barded the world with statements 


. and letters tp the newspapers try- 


ing to explain. Finally he admit- 
ted that his wife, who not once 
in her long married life ever ad- 
mitted to being scared of the 
great man, had taken matters into 
her own hands and had fed him 
meat extract, unknown. to him, 
while he was ill. 

To his teetotalism and vegetar- 
ianism Shaw added non-smoking. 
He considered smoking a “loath- 
some and noisome habit, and un- 
healthy.” He never smoked, 
throughout his life. 

During this early period, in his 
twenties, the seedy looking Shaw 
was gently infiltrating into the 
world of intellectual Socialism. 
He was conquering his shyness 
and he was getting ideas of 
own about politics and politic 
economy. 

Shaw was converted to Social- 
ism: when he was 26 by listening 
to the American Henry George, 
but claimed in later life that So- 
cialism had strayed from its orig- 
inal concept. He said it had be- 
come a ‘purely political’ instru- 


of the famed Fabian Society. 
Shaw idolized Webb in those 
days of his twenties and they re¢ 


mained at personal friends un- 
til the iy Webb died nearly 70 
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country making speeches in halls, 
at street corners, from platforms 
and from soap-boxes. It didn’t 
earn him any money, but he rev- 
eled in it. He never lost his 
liking for public oratory and 
public debate and only ceased 
to appear in public as a speaker 
in 1941, when he was 85.

E engaged in debate against 

some of the best brains in the 

country, including his “friend- 
ly enemy,” H. G. Wells, and he ac- 
quired a tremendous reputation 
for quick repartee and easy wit. 

Those years between Shaw's 
twenties and thirties also wit- 
nessed within him a struggle over 
religion. He had been born a 
Protestant Episcopalian but had 
had very little religious teaching 
in his childhood. He denied he 
had an “irreligious’” upbringing 
but admitted it was sketchy. 
The people with whom he was 

mixing were agnostics or out-and- 
out atheists and they profoundly 
influenced Shaw’s thinking about 
religion, as did Karl Marx. 


» From agnosticism Shaw turned 


to atheism although again a 
purely Shavian brand which was 
not wholly atheistic. It evolved 
years later into what Shaw called 
“creative evolution.” 

He said: “I-am a creative ev- 
olutionist simply because I find it 
credible to my intellect.” 

Yet in later life he never trav- 
eled without having a Bible in his 
baggage and he was a contributor 
to the funds of his local village 
church.

was on the threshold of the bigger 
life which was to be his. 

No one could have forecast in 
that year of 1885 that this long- 
limbed, wispy bearded, still poor 
and very obscure 29-year-old rev- 
olutionary would become ayworld- 
famous figure during the next 65 


years. 

Or that he would enrich the 
world of the theater and of liter- 
ature, becoming the great sage of 
English letters and a public in- 


- stitution. 


He obtained in that year his 
first steady if ill-paid newspaper 
job, as a space writer reviewing 
books for the now long-dead Lon- 
don “Pall Mall Gazette.” And he 
earned in that year the equivalent 
of $350 from newspaper work. 

He was on his slow climb to the 
top. He still had a long way to 
go, and very little money. 

But he had superb self-confi- 
dence and stupendous hopes, and 


he never looked back.

Thoughts on Storm Windows. 

IME was when only the very 
T rich had storm windows, Time 

also was when only the very 
rich worried about income taxes, 
so you can see that times have 
changed. | 

Storm windows serve 

purposes. First, they 
help to reduce heat loss through 
the window glass. Second, they 
help to eliminate annoying drafts 
and third, they help prevent 
sweating windows. | 

For best results, all windows 
should be fitted with storm sashes: 
Trouble here is that this can be 
pretty expensive even though the 
sashes will pay for themselves in 
a few years through decreased 
fuel bills. If you can’t afford 
sashes for all windows, get them 
for the windows on the exposed 
side of the house or, if all sides 
are exposed to the weather and 
wind, for the side that faces 
north. 

To be effective, a storm sash 
must fit tightly in the window 
frame. 

Any type of sash—either wood 
or metal—will do the job. Wood 
sashes are usually less expensive 
than the metal ones and with care 
will last indefinitely, but they are 
bulky and difficult to put up and 
take down.
